Prof. Dubbel Retires 


ROF. S. Earl Dubbel, teacher and 


minister, retired from the faculty ©] 


at the end of the spring term and 
was honored at a luncheon follow- 
ing Commencement on June 7. By 
special action of the board of trus- 
tees, however, Professor Dubbel will 
continue to teach at the eollege next 
year. He was appointed professor of 
English, emeritus. 


Born in Waynesboro February 3, 
1889, Mr. Dubbel was graduated 
from Waynesboro High School in 
1907, attended Juniata Academy for 
two years and entered Harvard in 
1909. He was graduated from Har- 
vard in 1912 with a bachelor of arts 
degree conferred cum laude with dis- 
tinction in English. The next year he 
received the degree of Master of Arts. 


Mr. Dubbel taught in the English 
department of Juniata from 1915 to 
1917, then retired to his home in 
Waynesboro to spend the time read- 
ing. He also taught as a substitute 
teacher in the high school. 


He then took the course in theol- 
ogy at Princeton ‘Theological Semin- 
ary and upon receiving the degree of 
bachelor of theology was appointed 
a fellow in Apologetics. During his 
year of the fellowship he studied 
philosophy in the graduate college of 
Princeton University and was award- 
ed a degree of Master of Theology. 


Mr. Dubbel was ordained a min- 
ister of the Presbyterian Church in 
1930 in the Carlisle Presbytery. In 
1931, when the pulpit of the Wells 
Valley Presbyterian Church at Wells 
Tannery became vacant, he was 
appointed stated supply by Hunting- 
don Presbytery and has continued in 
that ministry to the present. 


In 1926, Mr. Dubbel returned to 
his position in the department of 
English at Juniata College. He was 
advanced in rank to full professor 
in June 1953.

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Hedy Oswald '54 — Blind Coed — Faces 
New Challenges After Graduation 


“CERVICE to others” may well have been the vocational aim of numerous 
seniors who were graduated from Juniata College on June 7. | 
But this challenge had particular significance to Hedwig Oswald, a 26- 

year-old coed from Jamaica, N.Y. She is blind. 


Because Miss Oswald completed 
her college education in spite of her 
handicap, she definitely wants to 
work in a field “in which I can be of 
service to others.” She majored in 
sociology and intends to become a 
social worker. 


Hedy, as she is known to her class- 
mates, admits that the diploma she 
received on her 26th birthday with 
100 others will not be a “good luck 
charm.” If anything, it will be “a 
key to other challenges which must 
be met,” she says. When Hedy re- 
ceived her diploma, it was “the nicest 
birthday present.” She was born 
June 7, 1928, in New Brunswick, N.]. 


Blind Since Baby 

Miss Oswald, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Albert Oswald, 8316 168th 
Place, Jamaica 3, Long Island, N.Y., 
has been facing challenges since a 
head injury from a fall caused her 
blindness when she was 11 months 
old. 


But, during the past four years on 
the campus of Juniata College, she 
has been making her way confident- 
ly to classes, social functions, club ac- 
tivities, concerts and dramatic pro- 
ductions. She has “held her own” in 
dormitory life. And she has a boy 
friend — a Korean war veteran. 


Miss Oswald’s bachelor of arts de- 
gree. was not conferred with honors, 
but her assortment of B and C grades 
made her a better than average stu- 
dent. She took her exams and typed 
her term papers “‘with the best of 
them,” according to her department 
chairman, Dr. T. F. Henry, professor 
of sociology. 


Helped With Reading 


Her greatest difficulty in college, 
according to Miss Oswald, was hav- 
ing someone readily available to read 
for her. Few textbooks are available 
in Braille. But a few students, some 
faculty wives, and several housewives 
helped. One Huntingdon woman 
who helped her the most was Mrs. 
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Georgianna Hileman. “Without Mrs. 
Hileman’s help,” Hedy claims, “I 
never would have had the start in 
college that I did.” 

Miss Oswald attended two public 
schools in Brooklyn and then the 
New York Institute for the Educa- 
tion of the Blind for six years prior 
to entering Juniata College. 


When she arrived on the campus 


in September, 1950, she spent her 
first days learning her way around. 
Because her parents emphasized the 
importance of being as independent 
as- possible, Hedy had very little 
trouble in adjusting to college life. 
She insisted that the dean of women 
treat her as “‘one of the girls.” 


Doing Her Best 

For all courses, Hedy completed 
regular assignments as given and 
took the same final exam. In taking 
the “final,” she had someone read 
the questions and then she typed the 
answers. 

Early in her college career, Miss 
Oswald wrote: “I think it the duty of 
every man to do the best he has with 
whatever assets nature has given him 

. and to overcome, to the best of 
his ability, the handicaps great or 
small that threaten to keep him from 
doing the kind of work that he might 
otherwise be capable of.” 

Miss Hedwig Oswald is following 
her own advice.

Dr. Kulp Cited 


BRONZE medal for “dedicated 

service to Africa” has been pre- 
sented: at a public function in 
London to Dr. H. Stover Kulp ’18, 
a pioneer missionary of the Church 
of the Brethren who lived in a col- 
lege apartment while on leave this 
year. 


Dr. Kulp was selected by the Royal 
African Society, one of the most dis- 
tinguished cultural societies in Great 
Britian, to be a recipient of this dis- 
tinctive award. Main object of this 
society 1s to form a link between 
Africa and England in all phases of 
political, economic and cultural life. 


Official notice of the honor was re- 
ceived by Dr. Kulp in June. The let- 
ter stated that ‘the medal represents 
in a very small, tangible way how 
much your services to mankind are 
appreciated by this Society and its 
members.” ‘he public presentation 
of the bronze medal was to take 
place in London between July 21 
and 25, on his return to Nigeria in 
Africa to resume his missionary 
duties. 


The citation points out that Dr. 
Kulp “came to Nigeria in 1922 and 
has served continuously as a mission- 
ary of the Church of the Brethren 
Mission in Northern Adamawa and 
Southern Bornu provinces. . . . His 
contributions to the work of the 
Mission have been many, varied and 
outstanding...” 


The Society cited his work as a 
churchman ...aschoolman ... and 
an accomplished linguist. Dr. Kulp 
“has done a great deal toward the 
development of a literature in the 
vernaculars of the Bura and Margi 
people.” Huis contributions “along 
this line include a leading part in 
the translation of the Scriptures into 
these two languages.” 


The citation goes on: “He has 
served for many years as the field 
secretary of the Mission, and as such 
has won the respect of his fellow 
workers of his own Mission and other 
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Missions, and of Government per- 
sonnel as well. In June, 1953, Dr. 
Kulp was elected president of the 
Christian Council of Nigeria for a 
term of two years. This is the first 
time a ‘northerner’ has been elected 
to this important post.” 


Dr. Kulp’s daughter, Naomi, was 
graduated from the College in June 
magna cum laude after majoring in 
elementary education. A son, Philip, 
also was graduated from Juniata in 


1952. 


Youngest Warden 


A JUNIATA graduate holds the 

distinction of being the youngest 
warden of a State penitentiary in the 
United States. He is 38-year old 
Lloyd W. McCorkle ’40 of Altoona, 
now the warden of 
New Jersey State 
Penitentiary at 
Trenton. 


McCorkle has 7 
had amazing suc- | 
cess in the rehabili- | 
tation of criminals. | 
His achievements | 
have won him {| 
national recogni- 
tion and in 1950 he 
received a $2,500 award from the 
Readers Digest for “his exceptionally 
meritorious contribution to public 
welfare.” 


Employing a type of therapy he 
calls “Guided Group Interaction,” 
the prison administrator uses group 
psychology and one prisoner’s analy- 
sis of another to get criminals to 
make their first honest evaluations 
of themselves and the society they

must understand and get along with, 


if they are to stay out of jail. 
McCorkle started his rehabilita- 
tion work with prisoners in Army 
stockades during the war. He con- 
tinued the work in Japan as a 
civilian and then conducted his 
guided group classes in state prisons 
and directed Highfields at Hopewell, 
N.J., a center for wayward boys. 


Cancer Expert 


R. MARLYN W. MILLER ’29 

was among a graduating class of 
more than 500 students who received 
degrees at the mid-year convocation 
of the University of Pennsylvania. 


Dr. Miller, who has been head of 
the radiology department of the 
Altoona hospital since 1950, received 
his special doctorate for a clinical 
analysis of all cases of breast cancer 
at the University of Pennsylvania 
hospital from 1923 until 1943. The 
study was submitted as a graduate 
thesis. 

The work was begun while Dr. 
Miller was a fellow in radiology at 
the University of Pennsylvania for 
three years from 1946 until 1949.

Meet Bob H icks 


Senne. of Bobby Hicks as 

Juniata’s football and baseball 
coach means that another former 
Penn State star will be directing the 
Tribe in two major sports. 

Hicks, co-captain of the Nittany 
Lions in 1949 and rated one of Bob 
Higgins’ best ends, succeeds Bill 
Smaltz who was one of the nation’s 
top passers at Penn State where he 
was an outstanding fullback on the 
Lion teams of 1939-40-41. 

Smaltz, now a member of the 
coaching staff at North Carolina 
State, won fame as a passer and took 
part in the East-West Shrine game of 
1942. Hicks, on the other hand, was 
a brilliant receiver who is best known 
for his sensational pass catches from 
Elwood Petchel in the Cotton Bowl 
after 1947’s unbeaten season. 

As a freshman during the wartime 
relaxation of the “freshman rule,” 
Hicks broke into varsity competition 
and played four seasons. He was a 

“good, solid end” whom Higgins and 
former End Coach Earle Edwards 
rated “one of the best they coached 
during their Penn State coaching 
careers.’ 

Hicks plaies three years under 
Higgins and his fourth season under 
Joe Bedenk. He encountered plenty 
of competition with boys like All- 
American Sam Tamburo and John- 
ny Potsklan on the squad, but he 
played the kind of football which 
ordinarily would win rave notices. 

Equally good on both offense and 
defense, Hicks played his best game 
in the Cotton Bowl when he was on 
the receiving end of half-dozen passes 
from Petchel which almost turned 
the stalemate into a Lion victory. 

Ever since the days when he was 
an outstanding end at McCaskey 
High in his hometown of Lancaster, 
Pa., Hicks has advanced up the lad- 
der in athletics. He was captain of 
football and basketball in high 
school. 

After graduation from Penn State 
with a B.S. in physical education in 
February, 1950, Hicks took his first

coaching job at Albright College 
where he was assistant under Eddie 
Gulian from 1950-1953. Bob went 
from Albright to Muhlenberg Col- 
lege in Allentown where he proved 
to be a good aide for Tom Triplett 
in football and held down the top 
coaching spot in baseball for one 
season. 


He was selected from more than 
40 applicants to put his coaching ex- 
perience and knowledge of football 
and baseball to work for Juniata Col- 
lege. 

The new Indian mentor was born 
in Lancaster on April 4, 1927. He is 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas J. 
Hicks, Sr., of Lancaster. Hicks is 
married to the former June Rein- 
hard, also a Penn Stater. They have 
no children. He served in the U.S. 
Army from May 1945 to December 
1986.
